prompt steps to put a stop to any 
practices that may be discovered 
for evading the prime require- 
ment of our marriage law. Hints 
and more or less open allegations 
of polygamy are from time to 
time made in reapect to the 
Alberta Mormona, and they are 
always met by emphatic and un-| 
reserved denials by men author- 
ized to speak for the accused 
sect. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire 
in speaking on the subject, says 
in justice to the Mormons, who 
are a hard working, honest, 
industrious people, the Govern- 
ment should take steps to set at 
rest the rumors that keep crop- 
ping up about polygamy.

Some of our bush land will run 
the sheep in summer. Running 
the sheep up at night will lessen 
the danger of ravages from 
coyotes. 

The lamb we are getting now is 
last year’s small yearlings. We 
know of at least one bunch of 
lambs raised, as we describe, this 
last winter in Alberta. It pays.’’ 

As an old timer we are not 
going to contradict the Home- 
stead, but it is our opinion, based 
on some knowledge of sheep 
raising, that it would be imposs- 
ible to have ewes lamb along in 
December, unless it might be the 
Horned Dorset, which is a small 
and unprofitable sheep compared 
to the Southdowns and other 
large breeds. The mating period 
is generally from about October 
to February, and the period from 
mating to lambing about five 
months, therefore it would be 
impossible to have lambs as early 
as December. The Dorset sheep 
may mate twice a year, which 
would explain their difference to 
other sheep, but they are so un- 
profitable that there is hardly a 


breeder of them in the east.

The meeting held by Rev. T. 
A. Moore, secretary of the 
Dominion Lord’s Day Alliance, 
in the Lyric Theatre, on Sunday 
evening week, a report uf which 
was crowded out of this paper 
last week, was one of the largest 
and most enthusiastic gatherings 
on behalf of this work ever held 
in Red Veer. 

The Presbyterian and Methonist 
churches abandonedtheir evening 
services, and the Episcopal 
church held service half an hour 
earlier to allow all to attend. 

Edward Michener, M. L. A., 
occupied the chair, and Revs. 
_|Huestis, Brown and Moore held 
seats on the platform, and a num- 
ber of ladies occupied seats on 
the platform to help in the 
singing. i 

The speaker of the evening, 
Mr. Moore, is an eloquent and 
forceful orator, and is chuvk full 
of ideas bearing on the observance 
of the Lord’s Day.

‘*We used to say up in Dawson 
that ‘‘anything beats nothing all}; 
to hell,’? said the thoroughbred 
bachelor, ‘‘and as a matter of 
fact that was so.

This isn’t so vivid, but it’s livable 
and pleasant, and there is no 
dangerous gamble in it.’’ :

There is 
none of the romance of disorder, 
the uproarious speech or the 
more uproarious act, that memory 
associates with earlier days in 
towns ‘‘at the end of the railroad.” 
The border bar-room the dance 
house and the dishevelled female, 
are not in the scheme, and no 
body ever “‘shoots up’’ anything. 
Newcomers are taken on their 
merits, and finds nothing rude or 
weird. It would be deadly dull 
in its respectability if it were not 
so cheerful, so friendly, and so 
much engrossed in the making 
of the city.
